First wedding at Historical Society

The Andover Historical 
Society made history this past 
Sunday when its Amos Blan- 
chard House hosted a wedding 
for the first time since the group 
was founded 94 years ago.

The beaming 
bride, whose husband is 
Thomas Haley, has been volun- 
teering at the Historical Society 
for about two years. She was

“I got dressed in Mrs. Blan- 
chard’s bedroom, while the 
guests mingled in the meeting 
room and talked about what 
was on display,” said the new 
Mrs. Haley. “We even had 
house tours, and the guests 
loved it.”

during an already special day. 

“It’s quite a nice treat to the 
people of Andover that he'd be 
here,” D. Harold Sullivan said.

It’s great to see it 
finally happen.” 

Parishioners D. Harold and 
Eileen Sullivan said more than 
50 church members were 
involved in the fund-raising 
efforts, negotiating with local 
zoning officials and purchasing 
land next to the church. 

Church leaders hope to have 
construction completed by the 
spring of 2006.

Home fire claims two pets

Firefighters are investigating 
a house fire at 3 Temple Place, 
off High Street, that killed two 
family pets late Friday after- 
noon. 

The owner, Susan Kagelis, 
was not home at the time of the 
fire. 

Andover firefighters 
responded to a 3:29 p.m. emer- 
gency call from resident Cyn- 
thia Cook, who owns the 5 
Temple Place unit that abuts 
Kagelis’ home. 

Upon arrival, fire officials 


found heavy smoke and flames 
on the first and second floors. 
Kagelis’ cat and her dog, a 
Great White Pyrenese named 
Annie and known well by 
neighbors, died in the blaze. 
“Annie was her family,” said 
neighbor Christine Michelinie, 
who has lived at Temple Place 
for 15 years and said Kagelis 
has been there at least 10 years. 
Even neighbors who did not 
know Kagelis personally were 
used to seeing her and Annie go 
for walks together. They were a 
staple. “She was the one who 


was always walking the big 
white dog,” said neighbor Andy 
Bourland. 

When fire officials arrived at 
the scene, they entered the 
home and extinguished the fire. 
Heavy gray smoke billowed out 
of the windows as firefighters 
smashed them for ventilation. 

Fire Deputy Chief Al Del- 
dotto estimated the ceiling tem- 
perature at more than 1,000 
degrees, which he said is com- 
mon with residential fires. 
Kagelis’ house is “heavily dam- 
aged,” he said.

A jury decided Monday an Andover mother 
had the right to defend herself with pepper spray 
and a tire iron when teens pelted her with snow- 
balls at Andover High School. 

Marie Needs, 48, jumped up and down at the 
defendant’s table when a six-member jury found 
her not guilty of assault and battery with a dan- 
gerous weapon and assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon. 

The jury deliberated for 30 minutes 
after a four-hour trial in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court that came three months after 
the snowball attack. 

Needs testified she was “humiliat- 
ed,” “stunned” and “mortified” by the 
snowball attack that cracked her wind- 
shield, dented her car and bruised her 
neck when she was picking up her 
daughter from the school on March 16, 

Fighting back tears and calling her- 
self a “victim,” Needs said she felt threatened by 
17-year-old student Joseph Cataldo and admitted 
pepper-spraying and waving a tire iron at him. 

Cataldo was not involved in the snowball- 
throwing but was sprayed when he asked Needs 
to move her car because it was blocking his car 
and he had to get to his after-school job. 

“T wasn’t intending to hurt him,” Needs said. “I 
was really scared because he’s bigger than me.” 

Needs, a mother of 15-year-old twins, sobbed 
at times during the trial and spoke out from her 
seat when she disagreed with others’ testimony. 

She said, “I’m going to kill him” when 
Andover police Officer Edward J. Guy III testi- 
fied that he was not sure whether Needs told him 
about having a tire iron. She was quieted by her 
attorney, Robert Lewin, at least a dozen times. 

Before the verdict was delivered, Needs said 
she was willing to be found guilty to have her day 
in court. She rejected a plea bargain earlier in the 
day. Needs said the deal would have dropped the 
charges against her but required her to enroll in an 
anger-management program. 

“Let the chips fall where they may, but at least

I'll be heard,” she said. 

Needs and her attorney said the prosecutor also 
rejected the plea bargain suggested by the judge 
because they thought it too lenient. 

When the jury announced the verdict, Needs 
jumped up and down, hugged Lewin and shouted, 
“Yes, yes, yes.” As she walked out of the court- 
room, she offered to bake Lewin chocolate chip 
cookies and treat her supporters to mar- 
garitas. 

Cataldo and two other Andover High 
students, Todd Buendia, 17, and Aparna 
Qaci, 17, missed school yesterday to 
testify against Needs. All three said 
Needs chased students responsible for 
the snowball attack with a tire iron and 
returned to her car when she could not 
catch them. 

The students testified that Cataldo 
calmly asked Needs to move her car. 
Needs maintained that Cataldo cormered 
her at her car door and cursed at her. 

Assistant District Attorney Melissa Woodard 
said Needs lost control of her temper. “Ms. Needs 
was so angry she would do anything to get out of 
the situation and get back at the people who did 
this,” the prosecutor said in her closing argument. 

Linda Shaffer, also a parent of an Andover 
High School student, spoke in defense of Needs. 
Shaffer testified that she was hit and her daugh- 
ter’s car was hit with snowballs in the Andover 
High School parking lot March 15, the day before 
the Needs incident. 

“Andover has a reputation of giving our kids 
too much and protecting them too much and I 
wanted to speak out,” Shaffer said. 

She said students need to face consequences 
for their actions. 

The three students, Needs and Shaffer all 
agreed in their testimony that throwing snowballs 
at cars was a common after-school activity at 
Andover High School last winter. Needs ques- 
tioned why students who threw the snowballs 
were never punished by the school or the courts. 
“I’m the victim,” she said. “Not them.”

Providing 
housing hope 


HEN PEOPLE HEAR someone is from Andover, 
Wins often assume the person lives in a 
McMansion. Many residents are well off, of course, 
and do live comfortably in fine homes. But that is not 
the story of other Andover families. 

Some people scrimp for years to afford a place in 
Andover, or struggle to pay the rising taxes on the 
town home they have owned for decades. Andrew 
and Charlene MacNeil, who were brave enough to 
share their story in this week’s paper, have struggled 
to pay property taxes since their mother died unex- 
pectedly just as they were finishing school. They 
plan to work out a payment system with the town so 
they can remain in their family home. 

Buying and keeping a home in Andover — even 
after the mortgage is paid — is a challenge and 
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remarkable accomplishment for a number of resi- | 


dents. So for those who live in public housing, the | | 


idea that they could ever afford to move out of pub- | 


lic housing and into another home in Andover can 
seem unrealistic. But the Rent Escrow Program cre- 
ated by the state in 2001 gave some people hope. It 
also provided them with an incentive to save whatev- 
er they could on their own. Under the program, some 
of the rent paid to public housing was set aside and 
put into an interest-bearing account. The state 
matched half of this money. Seeing this money grow 
could inspire residents to look beyond their present 
circumstances to a time when they could afford to 
move into homes truly their own. 

The state canceled the Rent Escrow Program after 
one year. But to its credit, the Andover Housing 
Authority has continued the program for those who 
signed up for it. Recently, it won an award for its 
work in this area. 

Helping people to move from public housing 
should be one of the goals of public housing admin- 


istrators. Thanks to Andover Housing Authority’s |

Editor, Townsman: 

It was heartwarming to see 
the support for Principal Moira 
O’Brien. We do not deny that 
she likes children and can be 
very personable. All of us with 
children in other Andover 
schools also can say the same 
and more about those princi- 
pals. However, it has never been 
more evident to us that Shaw- 
sheen School is a dichotomous 
world. We are the parents of the 
very young children with spe- 
cial needs, a cash drain on a 
tight school budget. Our rela- 
tionship with the principal is not 
always so rosy. 

Sometimes, we have to ask 
tough questions about services 
our children are legally required 
to receive under their Individu- 
alized Education Program 
(IEP). If we ask even the sim- 


plest questions such as, “Did 
my child receive her speech 
therapy this week?” our child’s 
teacher is instructed to say, “X 
is scheduled to be in the room 
twice a week. It sounds like you 
have some questions — why 
don't I have her give you a 
call?” Thus begins the battle for 
information that those bold 
enough to ask questions have 
faced. 

Some of us have traveled this 
road before, but for others it is 
our first foray into the perilous 
world of special education. 
None of us like to be in a con- 
frontational role with our 
schools, but it is a role we are 
forced to accept if our children 
are to make any progress. We 
cannot rely solely on the admin- 
istrators to do what is in the best 
interest of our children. A 


teacher who gave our children 
the progress for which we had 
been searching and who helped 
us through this labyrinthian 
process deserves to be fought 
for. She has the value of hun- 
dreds of teachers, because the 
positive results she obtains in 
preschool will ease the burden 
on all of these children’s future 
teachers.

that more than two million 
Americans between ages 19 and 
29 lost health-care coverage. 

“Losing this house is the last 
thing I want to have happen,” 
said MacNeil, who is “scram- 
bling” to pay back the town and 
keep his mother’s home. “But 
being in debt is like being in 
quicksand. The more you move, 
the more you struggle, the faster 
you sink. At first it was like, 
what do I pay first? The choices 
aren't easy, between electricity, 
food, heat, or land tax. Now | 
just feel trapped.” 

Town Treasurer David Reilly 
said the town seeks a lien on a 
property once tax payments are 
neglected for three years. The 
town cannot foreclose on a prop- 
erty without a lien. Prior to 
obtaining the official foreclosure 
document, the town posts a pub- 
lic notice in the Townsman 
announcing the homeowner's 
name, address and debt amount 
along with a deadline for collec- 
tion. If owners or occupants fail 
to meet the deadline, the parcels 
of land can be taken by the town. 

MacNeil, along with about a 
dozen others, had until April 29 
to contact the town and make 
arrangements. All but one other 
property owner contacted the 
town. MacNeil said he was 
unaware of the cut-off date. 

“The town is always willing 


Death and taxes weigh on family 


to accept partial payments,” said 
Reilly. “But if they neglect to 
pay, then off we go to foreclo- 
sure.” 

In the 14 years that Reilly has 
been treasurer, the town has 
seized properties twice. 

“I don’t blame the town ot 
anyone else for what is happen- 
ing to us,” said Andrew Mac- 
Neil. “But I do think the lack of 
a support system to educate us 
on living in the real world after 
our mother died definitely con- 
tributed to our current situation.” 

When she was 18, Charlene 
MacNeil, now 24, believed that 
because the mortgage was paid, 
they did not have to pay anything 
more to keep the house. She did 
not know property taxes existed. 

Charlene, who works as a 
cosmetologist, helps her brother 
pay bills, buy food and slowly 
chip away at her medical bills. 

“Our situation was not a 
choice. | would much rather 
have my mother here with us 
now,” she said. “But when you 
lose a parent there is no one 
there to teach you how to man- 
age a household. I don’t expect 
anyone to give us a break or a 
handout, yet at the same time, it 
seems unrealistic to expect two 
kids to take on responsibilities 
that most people don’t have until 
their 30s or 40s. We just needed 
a little guidance.”

Literary book with student writing wows IPPY judges

It began as a modest, “little paperback, staples 
down the side thing.” 

One year later, the hardcover bound, student- 
based project known as the Merrimack Literary 
Review has sold about 400 copies and collected a 
first place award for best anthology at the Ninth 
Annual Independent Publisher Book Awards in 
New York City. 

The collection of poetry and prose featuring 
works by local high school students and literary 
legends from the Merrimack Valley, was praised 
as a “unique combination of voices” by IPPY 
judges. 

“One of our biggest criteria is originality,” said 
Jim Barnes, awards coordinator. “Conceptually, 
we were impressed by the community effort and 
the great writing. I believe including young writ- 
ers added a freshness to it that probably wouldn't 
have come from a collection by established 
authors and poets alone.” 

The IPPYs attracted nearly 2,200 books from 
more than 1,500 publishers. The Best Anthology 
category was new to the event this year. 

The two Andover High English teachers who 
saw the project off and running call earning the 
award a cross between “shocking and amazing.” 

Greg Waters and Ron Howland said the idea 
was born at a writers workshop at the high 
school. 

“The project fed off the minds and energy of 
the students involved,” Howland said. “The award 
is really a tribute to the writers and paramount to 
them is the students. We would not have dreamed 
up this project if we were not in the midst of 
some remarkable talent.” 

Waters and Howland recall working 40 hours 
a week to breathe life into the book. It was 10 
months in the making. 

“It took a lot of midnight oil to get the final 
product out there,” Waters said. “We really didn’t 


know in the beginning just how much work was 
actually involved.” 

“It was the energy of the students and the mad- 
ness of art that kept us going,” Howland added. 

Printing the book was the biggest factor, said 
Waters, and the generous offer from a Chelms- 
ford-based printer, James Conway of the Courier 
Corp. brought new vision to the book’s final 
stages. 

“We brought him our idea in the beginning,” 
Waters said. “He said he had faith in what we 
were trying to do and told us ‘whatever you want, 
I can do.’ We weren't expecting it to look the way 
it did in the end.” 

Many of the student contributors, whose 
works are sandwiched in between pieces by 
renowned local authors such as Jack Kerouac, 
Robert Frost, Anne Bradstreet, Rhina Espaillat 
and Andre Dubus III to name a few, have not yet 
learned of the honor. Most have graduated from 
AHS since the book was published last year, 
Howland said, and are just now returning home 
from college. 

Sales from the Merrimack Literary Review 
have also helped to form a scholarship for young 
writers expecting to pursue the craft in college. 

This year a $500 scholarship was awarded to 
senior Nancy Meyers, whose poem “Pressure” 
appears in the anthology, following a short piece 
by Kerouac. Meyers plans to attend the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts Lowell in the fall. 

Waters and Howland both said a second vol- 
ume of the Merrimack Literary Review is already 
in the planning stages. Students’ writing will be 
included. 

“At the beginning and at the end the most 
important thing was helping young people find a 
voice, and working hard with them to improve 
that voice artistically and with honesty,” Howland 
said. “To help them find that outlet for expres- 
sion, that’s where the thrill comes in.”

But after winning the 
lottery, she signed up for a 
home-buying class. “They give 
you so much information,” said 
MacKinnon, adding that instruc- 
tors brought in a representative 
from a mortgage company, a 
lawyer, a home inspector and a 
real estate agent to school partic- 


ipants on buying a home. On the 
last night of class, MacKinnon 
was prequalified for a mortgage. 

When MacKinnon and her 
children move to Ballardvale 
Crossing, their daily routine will 
not change much. Taylor, who 
currently attends Doherty Mid- 
dle School, will not have to 
change schools, and Ryan will 
continue at Andover High 
School. MacKinnon will only 
add five minutes to her work 
commute to the library, where 
she has worked for the past 
seven years. 

“I'm really looking forward 
to it,” MacKinnon said of her 
upcoming move. “I really can’t 
complain about anything.”

A rabbi’s reflections 


15 years at the helm for Goldstein 


By Judy Wakefield 
HE PAST 15 YEARS have seen 
Andover become more reli- 
giously diverse. They have 
seen the construction of new facil- 
ities offering residents a bigger 
slice of American life. 

Fifteen years ago, many of the 
people attending Andover houses 
of worship also were looking for 
something different from their 
congregation of choice. Many res- 
idents had family members who 
lived nearby. 

But that has changed in the past 
15 years, and with it, so has what 
many people are looking for from 
their Andover house of worship, 
said Rabbi Robert Goldstein of 
Temple Emanuel. 

“We're seeing fewer people 
who grew up here. It’s families 
from other places these days and 
they are looking for stability in 
their synagogue or church because 
they are far away from their 
extended families,” Goldstein said. 
“Extended families used to fill a 
spiritual need for people. Now, it’s 
the synagogue or church.” 

Goldstein offered those reflec- 


tions as he sat down earlier this 
week to talk about his 15 years 
leading Temple Emanuel. 

Tomorrow, Temple Emanuel is 
hosting a special Shabbat service to honor 
Goldstein for his leadership and community 
outreach. 

Diversity and a religious building boom 
are a key part of his answer when he reflects 
on changes he has seen since 1990. 

“We live in an unpredictable world that 
often doesn’t make sense,” he said, adding 
that a synagogue or church is the vessel that 
keeps people balanced in turbulent times. 

He also said the current building boom 
happening on Andover’s spiritual front, 
including a new building at St. Augustine 
Church and ongoing additions to Sts. Con- 
stantine and Helen Church and South 
Church, shows that houses of worship are 
doing much more than adding pews. 

“It’s community space, office space, 
more room for religious education classes 
that’s happening,” he said. “People are look- 
ing for so much more than just services from 
their synagogues and churches.” 

Five years ago Goldstein's congregation 
added space for a chapel and classrooms. 

“We're learning that synagogues and 
churches are not just a spiritual filling sta- 
tion. We're much more,” he said. “That's 
what I've seen in the past 15 years.”

Pan-Massachusetts Challenge is a family affair 


Father’s Day: Gearing up for PMC

HILE MOST PEOPLE are plan- 
ning to honor their father with 
a new te or set of golf balls 
this Father’s Day, Bill 
Kavanagh will celebrate the memory of his 
father by preparing to bike a grueling 192 
miles in the summer heat. 

On Aug. 6, Kavanagh, the 46-year-old 
chief operating officer of the Boston Coach 
Co., and his son Will, 15, plan to bike 110 
miles from Sturbridge. to Bourne. The next 
day, the Kavanaghs will travel the final 82 
miles to Provincetown. This extraordinary 
journey is known as the Pan-Massachusetts 
Challenge (PMC). 

Founded in 1980, the PMC calls itself 
the nation’s original and most successful 
fund-raising bike-a-thon for charity. Since 
its beginnings, the PMC has raised more 
than $122 million for cancer research, and 
is the largest single contributor to the Dana- 
Farber Cancer Institute's Jimmy Fund. The 
bike-a-thon provides more than 46 percent 
of the Jimmy Fund’s annual revenue. The 
PMC seeks to raise $21 million this year. 

Eager to give back to the institute that 
gave so much to Bill’s father, the Kavanagh 
family decided to bike the PMC because of 
its prestigious reputation. “We've always 
wanted to do something for Dana-Farber, 
and this just seemed like the right thing to 
do,” said Kavanagh. Nearly 18 years ago, his 
father, William Francis Kavanagh, an insur- 
ance broker and World War II veteran who 
resided in Swampscott, died at 63 from can- 
cer. “Dana-Farber did an unbelievable job 
with him. He probably lived another quality 
year and a half of his life because of the care 
that they gave him at the DFI. They have an 
unbelievable staff there, and it (the PMC) is 
just a way of giving back to those folks,” said 
Kavanagh. 

Neither he nor Will has ever participated 
in such an event. “We've never cycled 
before. This is all brand new stuff for us,” 
Kavanagh said. 

“It’s like going from rookie to pro,” added

ULLING A COLORFUL STACK 
of paper from a manila 
envelope, teacher Mandy 
Grzywacz tells her students that 
letters from Lawrence have 
arrived. 

Her announcement is met 
with a chorus of fourth-graders 
whispering “Yes!” 

Since September, fourth- and 
first-graders at High Plain Ele- 
mentary School have been 
eagerly learning “authentic” 
writing skills by exchanging let- 
ters with Lawrence students. 

Grzywacz and Helen Waller, 
the teachers who orchestrated 
the yearlong pen-pal project, 
say their students have learned 
how to combine complex phys- 
ical and cognitive processes to 
write letters fluidly on their 
own. 

The effort culminated in the 
creation of a book about 
Andover written and illustrated 
entirely by the High Plain stu- 
dents. 

“When you write a letter, 
you're more thoughtful,” said 
Grzywacz, explaining that stu- 
dents have to pay attention to 
grammar, sentence and story 
structure when writing their 
messages. “E-mails are often 
written in incomplete sentences, 
without as much time and 
effort. These assignments have 
really taught them to be cre- 
ative, imaginative and precise, 
while teaching them valuable 
literacy skills.” 

The teachers say more mod- 
ern high-stakes testing, such as 
the Massachusetts Comprehen- 
sive Assessment System 
(MCAS), requires students to 
demonstrate stronger writing 
abilities by adding more 
answers in the form of short 
paragraphs and essays. 

In fourth grade, students tak- 
ing MCAS have to complete a 
five-paragraph essay. 

“Writing letters has helped 
to better prepare the kids for 
this kind of test,” Grzywacz 
said. “We've been focusing on 
paragraph writing with interest- 
ing leads that capture a reader’s 
attention.” 

Whether reading notes on 
standard composition paper or 
more elaborate cards decorated 
with artwork, Grzywacz’s stu- 
dents flashed toothy grins while 
poring over their personal greet- 
ings from Lawrence friends. 
Then they shared the letters 
with friends. 

After 10 months of sending 
and receiving mail, High Plain 
students met their Lawrence 
counterparts last week, on a 
field trip to their pen pals’ 
schools. 

The teachers say the students 
hit it off immediately.

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Finding the right ‘sandbox’ 


Preferred Research Group takes pains to match executives, businesses

Constance Bienfait wasn’t 
unhappy in her job. 

But she was facing an immi- 
nent job relocation to New Jersey, 
something the Northeast native 
wasn’t too keen on after four years 
in Southern Florida. 

So when Barbara Marchetti, 
president of Preferred Resource 
Group Inc. of Andover, called and 
asked her if she was interested in a 
new job opportunity, Bienfait lis- 
tened. 

Marchetti was working on 
behalf of Nabi Biopharmaceuti- 
cals to find candidates for an exec- 
utive job opening. She unearthed 
several viable candidates from up 
and down the East Coast, but 
Bienfait turned out be the perfect 
match, she said — and best of all, 
Nabi is only 10 minutes away 
from Bienfait’s home. 

Bienfait will begin her new role 
as vice president of investor rela- 
tions on June 27. 

Marchetti’s firm matches can- 
didates with jobs. But don’t call 
her a recruiter. As she'll tell you, 
recruiting is a verb, not a noun, 

“Most search firms are process- 
driven and have no form of quali- 
ty assurance,” she said. 

“Horrified” by the way other 
recruiters have operated, Marchet- 
ti has set her own standard. She 
personally responds to every can- 
didate and client inquiry her firm 
receives, a virtually unheard of 
practice today. 

Marchetti is an Andover native 
who graduated from Andover 
High School and Colby College. 
Most of her family still lives in 
town and Marchetti, whose Maid- 
en name was Barbara Duncan, 
also lives in Andover with her hus- 
band Vito and son Nicholas. 

The firm she founded. PRG, 
specializes in executive-search 
services for the emerging technol- 
ogy, life-sciences and professional 
services sectors. Her client Com- 
panies range in revenue size from 
$10 million to $200 million. The 
average candidate she places Carns

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Barbara Marchetti, president of Preferred Resource Group, 2 Elm Square, says that after linking work- 
ers with new businesses, she stays in touch for up to nine months to ensure smooth transitions. 


$200,000 range, she said. 

Marchetti began linking 
employees and employers in 1999. 
At that time, she scaled down her 
training consulting business, 
which required 90 percent travel, 
to allow for more time with her 
son. She devised a “five-year 
plan” to grow her business and 
require minimal travel. Today, 
Marchetti’s executive search busi- 
ness 1s firmly established, and she 
also offers Web-based training and 
executive mentoring. 

PRG manages up to 10 active 
searches simultaneously, she said. 
Marchetti is involved in each 
search, along with one of her five 
colleagues. The team assigned to 
the search performs up to 14 hours 
of research and analysis to create a 


job description based on action 


plans and concrete results, she 
said. Each search typically 
involves six or seven potential 


candidates and PRG whittles the 
field down to three candidates 
before presenting them to the 
client. 

One of the hallmarks of a PRG 
search is ensuring that the poten- 
tial candidates will fit into the cul- 
ture of the hiring organization, she 
said. “We want to make sure they 
can play in each other’s sandbox,” 
said Marchetti. 

PRG assists her clients with 
employees’ transitions into new 
companies, staying involved up to 
nine months after a candidate is 
hired. “This is all about driving 
corporate initiatives,” said Mar- 
chetti, adding “‘It’s not about clos- 
ing the deal and walking away.” 

Marchetti said only five of the 
approximately 100 searches that 
PRG has performed have ended 
with a mismatch between candi- 
date and company. 

“I'm respectful that for candi- 


dates and clients, these are life- 
altering decisions,” she said. 

She charges clients a flat fee 
instead of the percentage of a can- 
didate’s compensation package, as 
most executive search firms do. 

Bienfait found Marchetti’s busi- 
ness model unusual. ‘She asked 
me for 10 to 12 references. I’ve 
never given that many references 
in my life!” she said. But Bienfait 
said she appreciated Marchetti’s 
tireless efforts to solidify an appro- 
priate job match and describes 
Marchetti as “very responsive, 
proactive, diligent and organized.” 

According to Marchetti, PRG is 
one of the few privately owned, 
womian-run executive search firms. 
While she competes with larger 
firms, Marchetti said she isn’t con- 
cerned about her firm’s small size. 

“IT don’t want high profile 
clients, I want a high profile 
process,” she said.

sites and going through all the work and investi- 
gation. We have been clear.” 

“It’s not a community center,” said Richard 
Bowen, a member of the Andover Senior Center 
Task Force, and a former town manager who has 
lived in Andover for 41 years. “That's either a 
misnomer, or a euphemism for a youth center 
with a wing set aside for old folks. The youth 
center people may be perfectly happy with a cen- 
ter out in the boonies, but that’s not where the 
semlors want to be.” 

“I think that the preference of seniors and 
youth is to have their own home,” said Trerotola. 
“It's much easier to meet the needs of a group 
with a building designed for their unique needs.” 

Robb is concerned that some residents believe 
seniors will use a center only during the day and 
students will use it only at nights and during 
weekends. But, as he points out, children are 
only in school 180 days per year. 

“There are some scheduling issues that will 
have to be worked out,” he said. “The senior cen- 
ter operates year-round.” 

Robb noted that one reason for building a 
larger senior center is to allow for more programs 
to take place in the same facility, rather than in 
the multiple locations that seniors currently use 
for activities. By consolidating most senior activ- 
ities and providing more comfortable space, the 
hope, according to Robb, is that seniors who 
attend one activity will stay at the center, chat 
with friends and have a cup of coffee. 

“One of the things you're trying to encourage 
is sociability, getting out and meeting other peo- 
ple. One of the serious problems with aging is 
isolation. It’s a medical fact that seniors who are 
involved with other people are healthier and live 
longer because of that involvement,” said Robb. 

“We've always encouraged and supported 
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intergenerational activities. We feel that the per- 
ception that the seniors don’t encourage that 
interaction is unfounded,” said Trerotola, adding 
that many seniors in town volunteer and mentor 
local youth, 

According to Robb, the senior center propos- 
al that was voted down at Town Meeting was for 
a 27,000 square foot building and even that was 
difficult to fit into the lot of land next to Doherty 
Middle School. If the town wants a community 
center, finding a plot of land large enough to fit 
the proposed structure could be a problem, he 
said. 

Another concern, Robb said, is who would be 
responsible for scheduling space use among 
youth, elders and community services. 

Clifford Lawrence, a former member of the 
Andover Senior Center Task Force, has concerns 
about building a community center for a town as 
large as Andover. “I’m a product of a communi- 
ty center and I think the spirit of a community 
center is beautiful. But Andover has outgrown 
that possibility. It’s a city-sized community still 
functioning as a town. I think the fact that further 
debate was cut off at Town Meeting is indicative 
of that fact,” said Lawrence. 

According to Bowen, “Andover doesn’t have 
a good record, over a long period of time, of 
doing the right thing when it comes to public 
works projects.” 

“If there’s a proposal going around, there’s a 
reason for discussion, for expressing the needs of 
seniors. There are obstacles, but none are insur- 
mountable,” said Robb. 

But he added a note of caution. 

“I would hate to see us do something that’s 
less than adequate for the seniors and at the same 
time less than adequate for the youth. If you 
make too many compromises, then maybe nei- 
ther group gets what it needs and that would be a 
shame,” Robb said.

There were basic rules. Each 
team had a flag, a towel or 
something, which it hid on its 
“territory.” It also had a jail 
where captured players from the 
other team were imprisoned. 
The game was won if a team 
found the other team’s flag and 
returned it to its own territory. 
Other than what I have stated, 
there were no rules except what 
was outlined in the criminal 
code of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws, and those might have 
been pushed a bit. 

The darker the Park, the bet- 
ter the game. There was a street 
light directly over the bridge in 
the center of the Park. Its bright- 
ness would have ruined the 
game and it only took a few 
rocks to put it out. Town work- 
ers knew it was futile to replace 
the light before the summer was 
over. Roger’s Brook flowed 
under the bridge then, and was 
the perfect divider separating the 
two territories. 

During the game’s heyday, 
my brother Buck was a key 
player. I was four years younger 
and a plebby whose responsibil- 
ities were confined to deep 
defense (“stay out of the way so 
you don’t get hurt”). My broth- 
er says he does not recall any 
team ever capturing the flag and 
winning. The game was rough, 
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tackle and tumble, and more 
about guile, toughness, and male 
adolescent hormones than any- 
thing else. 

There was a core group that 
usually defended the east end of 
the Park, the side they lived 
near. Three of that group were 
close friends: Boots Bowman, 
Bill McCollum and my older 
brother, who grew up together. 
The game reached its pinnacle 
the summer before their senior 
year at Punchard High School. 
All three were football players; 
my brother and Bill would be 
co-captains of the 1956 team 
and Boots would be an out- 
standing running back. My 
brother says he learned much 
about linebacking from tackling 
Opponents trying to cross the 
bridge. He and McCollum were 
big, bruising hitters. 

The number of players varied 
during the game, and frequently, 
because of the dark, the number 
per side was unknown. Team 
augmentation would occur, for 
instance, if someone ran to the 
“Rec” (the pool hall and bowl- 
ing alley) to get more players, or 
if the movies let out. By the high 
point of a game, much of the 
young, townie male population 
could be involved. 

Players didn’t have to stay in 
the Park during the game. They 
could go watch a movie, bowl at 
the Rec, have a date with a girl- 
friend, or watch the Friday night 
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fights and then come back to the 
game. Games went late and had 
no official end. Sometimes, a 
player would notice that it was 
very quiet and realize no one 
else was playing. That happened 
to me, and I went home to find 
my brother eating a sandwich in 
front of the TV. He laughed at 
me. 

For those brave enough to go 
deep into the opposition’s terri- 
tory to seek its flag, being 
grabbed and captured could be 
rough. A player would likely 
enter the jail with some bruises. 
When there were several people 
jailed, the jail became a center 
of attention. Jailed players 
would be made to yell for help, 
and several jailers would be 
waiting in nearby bushes for 
anyone brave enough to risk 
helping his imprisoned team- 
mates. 

One night, a “prisoner” was 
tied up and left in jail. The game 
ended and everyone went home, 
forgetting about him. Hours 
later he was found by the police 
where he'd been left. Later in 
the week the kid said offhanded- 
ly to his friends, “Oh, by the 
way, you guys forgot about me 
the other night.” 

He didn’t make a big deal 
about it and thought it was pret- 
ty funny.
